MUSEUM RECEPTION CAPS FRESNO NUMISMATIC 
SOCIETY'S "NATIONAL COIN WEEK" ACTIVITY. 


The Fresno Numismatic Society set two goals to celebrate 1987 
"NATIONAL COIN WEEK". The first goal was to construct an 
exhibit of choice U. S. silver coinage and currency for display 
in the Fresno Metropolitan Museum. FNS members loaned their 
prized collections for the exhibit and Dale Hewlett, FNS Past- 
President and current Board Member, worked with museum personnel 
to produce an outstanding display that consisted of 36 feet 

of display space in the museum. The exhibit will be featured 
for about 10 weeks. "NATIONAL COIN WEEK", April 19-25, was 
declared an official Fresno observation when Fresno Mayor Dale 
Doig issued a proclamation at a reception held in the Lyles 
Theatre of the Fresno Metropolitan Museum on the evening of 
April 22nd. About 50 FNS members, guests and museum personnel 


attended the gala reception. 


The second 1987 goal of the Society has been to build an educational 
numismatic book collection donated to the Fresno Public Library 
for the use of serious numismatic collectors. In addition to 
private member contributions, ANA and CSNA publications, the 
society voted to subsidize subscriptions to leading numismatic 
newspapers. All book gift to the library bear bookplates noting 
that it was donated by the Fresno Numismatic Society and newspaper 


publications are stamped the same. 


FNS President Andrew Kosieris presented Mayor Doig with two 

FNS 40th Anniversary gold-plated copper medals struck last year. 
The society had 60 silver and 150 gold-plated copper medals 
struck by Pressed Metal of Vancouver, B. C. The silver medals 
were all pre-sold but there are a few of the latter still avail- 
able at $3.00 each plus 50¢ postage. They can be purchased from 
Ruth Phillips, 227 N. Duke Ave., Fresno, CA 93727.

Dear Mr. Kosieris: 


Thank you for your offer to have the Fresno Numismatic Society purchase books, 
newspapers, and periodicals which can be used both by your members as well as 
regular library users. There is adequate room at the Cedar Clinton Branch for 
the several newspapers and periodicals you described, as well as a small 
collection of books. You indicated about 25. We could very comfortably go as 
hign as 40 or 50. 


As we discussed, books could be checked out by members of your society and 
other users at the Cedar Clinton Branch. The items could also be borrowed b 
other libraries for use by patrons in other locations. All the items could be 
purchased either by you and/or by us depending on available discounts, etc. 
The Cedar Clinton Branch Librarian, Anne Carney (442-1770), can work out the 
details of the purchases with you. I understand that some of the items are 
issued annually, so arrangements should be considered for annual updates in 
order to keep the collection up-to-date. I'm sure you understand that over 
the years older items will need to be discarded as they become worn, soiled or 
obsolete. 


After the books are purchased we will catalog them so that library users can 
look items up by title, author and subject in the card catalog, put a plastic 
cover on them, and paste a gift plate in each book. This plate will indicate 
that your society was the donor. If you will agree to purchase a magazine 
cover for each periodical you order (about $10.00 apiece), we can put a gift 
plate on the cover indicating that the magazine was donated by your 
organization. We would keep the most recent issue in the magazine cover; 
earlier issues would be kept on the shelf directly beneath the current issue 
and in the back work room. At some point backfiles of magazine titles might 
be transferred to Central. The books would be interfiled in the regular 
collection. After a sufficient amount of the material has been received we 
would like to write a joint press release with you to give your society 
publicity, and as a way of saying thanks publicly.
